Today the attorneys in the case of

FIREMEN TO PARIS 


CHICAGO, February 9.—President 


Lambert of the American Steel and 
Wire company has made the following 
announcement relative to a sweeping 
advance in the wages of the employes 
of his company, which is to become 
effective by March 1: 


"Advance to all employes earning 


up to $1.50 a day, 10 per cent $1.55 to 
$2 a day, T}L; per cent; aud $2.05 to 
|3.50, 5 percent," 


Altogether 
about 36,000 employes 


of the company, chiefly in Illinois, 
Ohio, Indiana aud Pennsylvania will 
be benefited by the raise. The em. 
ployes of the company who work on a 
tonnage scale will receive proportion- 
ate raises on the appraised value of 
their labor.

CORONER'S INQUEST 


Held Lait bvenlnj Over the Renulni 


of B. F. Longnecker. 


Deputy Coroner Roy Beudnre held 


an inquest over the remains of B. F. 
Lougnecker at 6 o'clock last night. 
He drove from this city to the Keister 
farm where the death occurred. Three 
witnesses were examined and their 
testimony was heard by the following 
jury: W. L. Bibbee, C. M. Fing, W. 
F. Trimmer, Pat Green, O. L Form- 
wait and H. Formwait John Keister, 
who employed Longuscker, testified 
that the deceased got np ou Wednesday 
at the nsual hour and went out to the 
corn crib to sort corn for the stock. 
Later J. D. Fetrow came to the house 
and said that Longuecker waa dead in 
the corn crib. The witness said that 
the deceased had not been complaining 
any more of late than usual, but he 
often said he had pains in his breast 
Ho was 65 years old. 


J. I). Fetrow testified that he went 


to the Koister farm on business and 
found Lougnecker in tho corn crib. 
A. J. Trimmer also testified. He said 
that he had known the deceased for 
the past 30 years aud that he was 
known to have had fainting spells. 
All the witnesses said that Longnecker 
was a heavy drinker. 


The jury returned a verdict that 


death was due to causes unknown to 
them, but that the evidence indicated 
that the causes w ere natural. Long- 
necker was a veteran of the civil war 
and he is said to have a sou in Penn 
sylvauia aad a married daughter in 
Nebraska. He has been working as a 
farm baud in the neighborhood of 
Emery for many years past.

The New York botanical garden will 


publish shortly the result* of a recent 
expedition sent out under ite auspice* 
to explore the flora of Yellowstone 
park and the surrounding region. The 
party of botanist* was under the im- 
mendiate supervision of Dr. P. A. Eyd- 
berg, and its expenses were paid by 
William E. Dodge. 
After a cearch of 


three months It brought back to New 
York 15,000 specimen*. 
Most of these 


were specimens of flowers, shrubs, 
trees and seeds already well known, 
and classified by scientists, aays the 
Xew York Sun. 


But there was one species found hith- 


erto unknown to botany. This was the 
smallest willow tree extant anywhere 
In the world. It is only an inch and a 
half high, and was found by Dr. Ryd- 
berg1 on the summit of the Bridgsr 
mountains in Montana. 


'This species," said Prof. S. L. Brit- 


ton, of Columbia university, and direct- 
or-in-chief of the Xew York botanical 
garden, "is entirely new to u». It i* 
the very smallest willow tree to be 
found anywhere, and flourishes to some 
extent, on the Bridger mountains. IU 
pigmy height is due to the extreme ex- 
posure of the mountain top. We can- 
not plant it here, as weather conditions 
would quickly kill it off, but a number 
of preserved specimens will be ex- 
hibited in the botanical museum in the 
Bronx, when that building is com- 
pleted ne::t summer."

The 
dockyards in time of war are kept in 
a state of incessant activity, and every 
shipbuilding yard in the land is in full 
work, seeking to perform the almost 
impossible task of keeping pace with 
the wear and tear of war time among 
the sea-going craft.
